‘SULTAN LIBERATES HIMSELF 


FROM 31 YEARS OF BONDAGE; 
WILL APPEAR ON STREETS 


Turkish Ruler Also Decrees Monog- 
amy for Princes, So They 


Can Wed Europeans. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.—Sultan 
Abdul Hamid today liberated ‘himself 
from the 31 years of self-imposed bond- 
age in the royal palace, and, in an of- 
ficial decree, announced that henceforth 
he would appear on the streets as free- 
ly as any private citizen. 

A virtual prisoner since 1877, when he 
established absolutism, the Sultan, by 
his recent granting of a constitution to 
his people, has also brought freedom to 
himself. He believes he can now ap- 
pear in public with the utmost safety. 
Closely following this decree was an- 
other, equally ag startling to the repre- 
sentatives of the various powers and 
more significant in its possible bearing 
on European politics, that henceforth 
the princes of the imperial family must 
observe monogamy. The Sultan hopes 
by this to make the princes of Turkey 
eligible for marriage into the European 
dynasties. 

These two innovations, coupled with 
the discarding of veils by the Turkish 
women, are the most remarkable and 
unusual results so far apparent of the 
new constitution.

¥: Goode Cabanne, member of a dis- 
tinguished old St. Louis family, several 
of whom have gained fame by athleti¢ 
achievements, returned into his burning 
home in Ferguson early Tuesday for his 
wife’s jewelry, after he had carried the 
children to safety, and was cut off on 
the second story by the flames. 


With the usual exits blocked, Mr. 
Cabanne sought escape through a sec- 
ond-story window. He kicked out the 
glass, swung by his hands from the 
sill and kicked out the panes of glass 
from a window immediately below, thus 
gaining a new foothold. Then he jumped 
safely to the greensward, uninjured ex- 
cept for the cuts on his hands and 
face, while scores of neighbors applaud- 
ed his agility. 

Handsome Home In Destroyed. 


The handsome 10-room frame dwelling, 
finished in hardwoods and handsomely 
decorated and furnished, stood at 
Adams avenue and Clay street, on the 
site of the Cabanne home, which burned 
two years ago during temporary ab- 
sence of the family. Only the outer 
walls were left standing Tuesday, and 
the loss is estimated at $8,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cabanne, who was Lillie 
Lightner, occupy rooms at the front 
of the house on the second floor, with 
their children, Olive, 4 years old, and 
J. Goode dJr., 2. 

Olive has whooping cough, and smoke 
in the house at 4 a. m. awakened her 
first. She called her mother and Mrs. 
Cabanne roused her husband. 

Mr. Cabanne took a child under each 
arm, and, calling his wife to follow, 
made his way through volumes of smoke 
to the lawn. 


Engines Whistle Out Alarm. 

Charles Reynolds was passing and at 
Cabanne’s request spread tle alarm. 
Public fire alarm in Ferguson is by 
means of the Wabash locomotives, and 
these were soon in full blast. They 
whistled half an hour continuously. 

Ferguson men and women, some of 
them only partly clad, began gather- 
ing rapidly, and many were in time to 
sea Cabanne’s daring return to. the 
house at Mrs. Cabanne’s behest to save 
her jewelry. When he jumped to the 
ground he had the jewel cases safe. 
Nearly everything else in the house was 
burned or ruined by water and smoke. 

Ferguson's volunteer fire department 
with a hand-hose equipment, worked to 
e-tinguish the flames, but with only 
partial success. Everybody in Ferguson 
helped as much as possible, directed by 
Charles Brauss, head of the department. 
After daybreak the fire was apparent- 
ly under control and the crowd dwin- 
dled.

Secret service men 
say the plant has been in operation 15 
years and that during all that time Dr. 
Blanchard has been a respected mem- 
ber of society and had taken an active 
interest in religious worl:. 


Wilcoxson in his confession says he 
became associated with Dr. Blanchard 
about five months ago, and that since 
that time he had helped him almost 
continuously in making the spurious 
coins. He denied, however, that he 
knowingly had passed any of the bogus 
money. Bft he said it was such a good 
imitation of real -money that he may 
have passed it unknownigly. 


Church Leader Is Silent. 

The men were arrested at Huntsville 
and were brought here for a hearing be- 
fore United States Commissioner Na- 
than B. Williams. Wilcoxson made a 
complete confession, but Blanchard re- 
fused to make any statement. 

Previous to his arrest there was no 
suspicion that Blanchard was not what 
he seemed to be, a respectable physi- 
cian, with a deep interest in religious 
affairs and the good of the community. 

Secret Service men had been working 
on the case several weeks before they 
made the arrests. The counterfeiting 
plant has been seized and will be used as 
evidence before the grand jury.

Convention Leaders Decide to 
Refer All Such Reso- 
lutions. 


MANY FAVOR FUSION 








Nebraskan’s Friends in Cons 
vention Says Editor Will 
Want It in 1912. _ 





CHICAGO, July 28.—When the Inde- 
pendence party convention reassembled 
this afternoon, there was not lacking 


plenty of evidence that the leaders were 
prepared to overthrow forcibly any at- 
tempt to wrest the control from them- 
selves. 

Frequent conferences during the morn- 
ing, participated in by W. R. Hearst, 
the financier of the movement, showed 
the leaders that they had the delegates 
and it was determined that no oppor- 
tunity should be given to the men who 


convention by resolutions. 


To Refer All Resolutions. 

So it was decided that all resolutions 
introduced should be referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions and the per- 
manent chairman, Charles A. Walsh of 
Iowa, was given legal opinion to the 
effect that the call for the convention 
made it mandatory on the convention 
to “nominate candidates for President 
and Vice-President’ and did not permit 
“indorsement’’ as was maintained by 
the men who would place’the convention 
on record as favoring the election of 
Bryan and Kern. 

While the convention was still wres- 
tling with the speech of Permanent 
Chairman Walsh, ‘the Committee on 
Resolutions was placing the finishing 
touches on the platform. 

It is declared to be a typical declara- 
tion, following closely the lines laid 
down by Mr. Hearst while he was in 
Congress, declaring for a great navy; 
Asiatic immigration prohibition; con- 
servation of waterways and forests: 
governmental ownership of public and 
private ownership of private utilities: 
the initiative and referendum in all leg- 
islation; popular election of United 
States senators by the people; physical 
valuation of railways; prohibition of the 
use of writs of injunction in labor dis- 
putes, and equal suffrage for all. 

Minority Is Strong. 

That the minority element is decidedly 
strong leaked out when the report of 
the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion was made ptiblic. Walsh had been 
selected by Hearst as his candidate for 
permanent chairman, but in the com- 
mittee the Iowa man had a majority of 
but three votes and for several hours it 
looked as if the fight would be carried 
to the floor of the convention. Thomas 
L. Higsen of Massachusetts has a good 
lead for President. 

Were it not for the personal influ- 
ence of W. R. Hearst, the convention 
would indorse the nominees of the Den- 
ver Convention. A strong membership 
favors this course, but Hearst intends 
to emphasize the break between himself 
and Mr. Bryan and, in his address as 
temporary chairman, he openly charged 
that Bryan was so inflienced that “even 
his honesty’’ is in question. 

The address of Hearst, filled as it was 
with the most bitter of vituperation, ad- 
dressed against the leaders of the two 
dominant parties, may have an echo 
from the floor of the convention be- 
fore nominations are made. 

‘Hearst wants to kill off some of his 
most noted rivals this fall,” the Bryan- 
ites assert, ‘‘and he thinks the best way 
to do this is to keep them in the lime- 
light. He does not desire to have a 
strong ticket in the fleld, simply a tick- 
et that will attract some votes and 
permit the organization of the party in 
the most of the states. 

“Two years from pow he will make a 
personal fight to make a real showing 
in the political arena at the State elec 
tions, and then he will be tn a position 
to take fusion in the next presidential 
campaign. In this way he might realize 
his ancient hope of being a candidate 
of a recognized political party for the 
presidency.”

Inju Only Remedy. 

“Threatened unlawful injuries to busi- 
ness, like those described above, can 
only be adequately remedied by an in- 
junction to prevent them. The juris- 
diction of a court of equity to enjoin 
such cases arises from the character 
of the injury and the method of inflict- 
ing it and the fact that sult for, dam- 
ages offers no adequate remedy. 

“The unlawful injury is not usually 
done by one single act, which might 
be adequately compensated for in dam- 
ages by a suit at law, but it is the re- 
sult of a constantly recurring series of 
acts, each of which in itself might not 
constitute a substantial injury or make 
a suit at law worth while, arfd all of 
which would require a multiplicity of 
sults at law. Injuries of this class have 
since the foundation of courts of equity 
been prevented by injunction. 

“It has been claimed that injunctions 
do not issue to protect anything but 
property rights and that business is not 
a property right; but such a proposi- 
tion is wholly inconsistent with all the 
decisions of the courts. 

“The Supreme Court of the United 
States says that the injunction is a 
remedy to protect property or rights of 
a pecuniary nature, and we may well 


submit to the considerate judgment / 


of all laymen whether the right of a 
man in his business is not as distinctly 
a right of a pecuniary nature as the 
right to his horse or his house or the 
stock of goods on his shelf; and the 
instances in which injunctions to pro- 
tect business have been upheld by all 
courts are so many that it is futile 
further to discuss the proposition. 

“Our position is clear and unequivocal. 
We are anxious to prevent even an ap- 
pearance of any injustice to labor in the 
issuance of injunctions, not in a spirt of 
favoritism to one set of our fellow citizen 
but of justice to all of our fellow citi- 
zens. The reason for exercising or re- 
fusing to exercise the power of injunc- 
tion must be found in the character of 
the unlawful injury and not in the char- 
acter or class of the persons who inflict 
this injury. , 

Purpose of Hearing. 

‘“T come now to the question of no- 
tice before issuing an injunction. It is 
a fundamental rule of general jurispru- 
dence that no man shall be affected by 
a judicial proceeding without notice and 
hearing. This rule, however, has some- 
times had an exception in the issuing 
of temporary restraining orders com- 
manding a defendant in effect to main- 
tain the satus quo until a hearing. Such 
a process should issue only in rare cases 
where the threatened change of the 
status quo would inflict irreparable in- 
jury if time were taken to give notice 
and a summary hearing. 

“The unlawful injury usual in indus- 
trial disputes, such as I have described, 
does not become formidable except after 
sufficient time in which to give the de- 
fendants notice and a hearing. I do not 
mean to say that there may not be 
cases even in industrial disputes where 
a restraining order might properly be 
issued without notice, but, generally, I 
think it is otherwise. 

“In some State courts, and in fewer 
Federal courts, the practice of issuing 
a temporary restraining order without 
notice merely to preserve the status 
quo oh the theory that it won't hurt 
anybeo'ly, has been too common. 

“In the case of a lawful strike, the 
sending of a formidable document re- 
straining a number of the defendants 
from doing a great many different 
things which the plaintiff avers they are 
threatening fo do, often so discourages 
men always reluctant to go into a strike 
from continuing what is their lawful 
right. This has made the laboring man 
feel that an injustice is done in the is- 
suing of a writ without notice. 

“T eonceive that tn the treatment of 
this question it is the duty of the citizen 
and the legislator to view the subject 
from the standpoint of the man who be- 
lieves himself to be unjustly treated, 
as well as from that of the community 
at large. 

Favors Requirement of Notice, 

“fT have suggested the remedy of re- 
turning in such cases to the original 
practice under the old statute af the 
Tinited States and the rules in equity 
adopted by the Supreme Court, which 
did not permit the Issuing of an in- 
junction without notice. In this respect 
the Republican convention has adopted 


another remedy, that, without going so 
far, promises to be efficacious in secur- 
ing proper consideration in such cases 
by courts, by formulating into a legisla- 
tive act the best present practice. 

“tinder this recommendation, a statute 
mav be framed which sha!) define with 
considerable particularity, and empha- 
size the exceptional character of the 
cases in which restraining orders may 
issue without notice, and which shall 
also provide that when they are issued, 
they shal) cease to be operative beyond 
a short period, during which time notice 
shall be served and a hearing had un- 
less the defendant desires a postpone- 
ment of the hearing.”

PRINCE HAL AND CATHERINE OF FRANCE. 








A Love Match Between Royalties and Its Consequences. 
Retold for the Post-Dispatch 
BY ALBERT PAYSON TERHUNE. 








to meet—and to fall in love with— 

a half-starved, ill-dressed_— girl 
about five hundred years ago. Because 
the boy happened to be a prince and the 
girl a princess that same love affair 
led to a series of terrible wars and to 
the conquering and final losing of a 
great nation. The boy was ‘‘Mad Prince 
Hal,” son of King Henry IV of En- 
gland. The girl was Princess Catherine, 
daughter of insane King Charles of 
France. Unlike most royal marriages, 
theirs was a genuine love match. Nor 
did “the course of true love’ run 
smooth. 

‘‘Mad Prince Hal's’ wild pranks had 
led the English to tremble for their 
kingdom's welfare in the event of his 
coming to the throne. Yet when, in 
1418, he succeeded his father as King, 
he sobered down as by magic and 
proved himself a wise, able ruler. Al- 

ost his first act after becoming King 
Henry V was to ask the hand of Prin- 
cess Catherine in marriage. He had 
seen but little of the Princess, yet he 
had learned to love her, and he sent 
for her at once to share his crown. But 
by his counselors’ advice he also asked 
tnat he receive (as her dowry) the pro- 
vinces in France that had in bygone 
years been captured by England and 
that were now French territory once 
more. The French Government angrily 
refused to grant these terms. Not at all 
discouraged, Henry resolved to win the 
Princess and the provinces as well. So, 
declaring he had a hereditary right to 
the French throne, he declared war on 
France, and in 1415 invaded that coun- 
try. 

He could not have chosen a better 
time for his attack. The King of France 
was insane (playing cards are said to 
have been invented-to amuse this crazy 
monarch), and the kingdom was rent

The terms 
Henry granted were unheard of in their 
exorbitance, First and forémost he de- 
manded the hand of Catherine. Then 
he compelled his beaten foes to agree 
that he should succeed crazy King 
Charles at the latter’s deah as ruler of 
France. In the meantime he was to 
govern the realm as regent. 

He married Catherine and, took her 
back to England with him in triumph. 
Her fatherland’s fall was the price of 
her hand. And her husband had brought 
about that fall. She and Henry were 
maried, and early in 1421 she was 
crowned Queen of England. The next 
December the couple’s only son (known 
to history as Henry VI) was born. Few 
children have started life with such 
prospects. For he was heir to the com- 
bined thrones of France and England. 
A few months later Henry V and Cath- 
erine went again to France. There, 
when only 8 years old, Henry died. 
Catherine broug’ + her little son back to 
England. There, on Crazy King Char- 
les’ death, the boy was crowned while 





of France. But he lacked his father’s 
genius and inherited some of his grand- 
father’s, old King Charles’, insanity. As 
a result,,he was destined to,lose both 
kingdoms and to die in prison. 

Catherine, thépgh she had apparently 
returned her husband's adoring love, 
was quickly consajed for his death. She 
secretly maried a Welshman, Owen Tu- 
dor. The anger of the court over this 
marriage caused her to pine away and 
die at the age of 3%. She and Owen 
Tudor had two sons. The elder of these 
(the Earl of Richmond), became later 
the father of Henry VII, who founded 
the Tudor line of kings in England.

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AGAINST GOULD 


Two More Statements Said to 
Have Been Obtained Re- 
garding Divorce Case. 








By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 28.—Evidence of a 
plot against Frank J. Gould in ‘the di- 
vorce proceedings filed against him by 
Mrs. Helen Kelly Gould is accumulat- 
ing, according to the District Attor- 
ney's office’” Assistant District Attorney 
Hart has obtained two more statements, 
which, he says, strengthens the cases 
against Mrs. Ben Teal, wife of the the- 
atrical man; Henry 8S. Mouasley, the pri- 
vate detective, and Miss Julia Fleming, 
who are charged with conspiracy in at- 
tempting to obtain false evidence 

against the millionaire. 

Mr. Hart, it is said, has a statement 
from Miss Blanche Hale that she was 
approached by Mrs. Teal and urged to 
swear that she had seen Mr. Gould in 
company with an actress, 

Tells of Money Offer. 

Mme. Eleanor Falk is reported to have 
told the Assistant District Attorney that 
she was offered a large sum of money 
as payment for her part in the plot. 
She also was visited by Mrs. Teal, ac- 
cording to her statement, and asked to 
make affidavit to an occurrence similar 
to that which Miss Hale was asked to 
ewear to. 

Miss Fleming, whose arrest, at the 
same time Mrs. Teal and Mousley were 
taken into custody, was due to the state- 
ment of Miss Mabe! MacCauslin of St. 
Paul, has confessed her part in the 
plot as the result of the promptings of 
her fiance. Miss Fleming is expected 
to be a witness for the State when the 
case comes to trial. 

Miss MacCausian was a_i witness 
against the three prisoners last Friday, 
when the hearing of Mrs. Teal, Mosu- 
ley and Miss Fleming was adjourned 
by Magistrate Corrigan to 8 p. m. 
Her testimony was given in the Tombs 
Court in the presence of Mr. Gould, 
who was ready to testify himself. 

Met Actress’s Attorney. 

Miss MacCauslan said she was asked 
by Mrs. Teal, Miss Fleming and Mous- 
ley to swear that she had seen Frank 
Gould, partly dressed, leave the apart- 
ments of Miss Bessie DeVolile, a chorus 
girl. 

Miss MacCauslan told on cross-exami- 
nation that she had met Benjamin 
Cutts, attorney for Miss De Voie, and 
lawyers for the prisoners announced 
that they would prove that Miss Mac- 
Causian knew all about the Gould and 
De Voie rumors before she talked about 
them with Mrs. Teal.
